FIG. 1. A Prifoner for Debt Fe:ter'd, and his Head faſten'd and 
Screwed into the Iron Helmet, which has too ſmall pieces of lren 
Preſſing againſt his Eycs, and Bars againſt the ſides of h.s Face, that 
he cant turn his Head the leaft that is, either way, nor move, other 
ways than fit down or riſe up: This Engine, or Scuſl Cap flidetli up 
and down upon a Square Iron bar to witich it is pinn'd on; and is 
ſo contrived to tit People of any Stature, by riſing, or falling lower, 
it being formerly uſel to hold Criminals from ſtarting, in order to 
their being burnt in the Cheek, when the Law for that rharous Pu- 
ni{hment was in force. A Prifoner for Debt Named BIG, was put 
into this Engine by the Marſhalſea Keepers, and Screw d fo hard that 
the Blood came from his Fars ani Noſe, a ſhort tim: atter which 
he dv'd. Sec the tollowing Book of the Priſor.er's Sufferin®s, p. 12. 


FIG. 2, A Priſoner for Debt, having his Thumbs Screw'd together 
in an Hand- Vice, and an Iron, lik: a Pot-· Hook, put round his Neck, to 
hold him up ageinſt the mantle Tree as high 2s he can ſtand on Tip- 
toe, coming under his Chin with a tharp Point to run into his Throat, 
it he offer to ſhrink lower or ſtand down on his Feet tocaſe hinfClt :; 
This and the like Tortnr:s the Poor Priſoner is obliz:d to en- 
dure, as long as Mr. Devil of 2 Goaler or Turnkey pleaſes ; and it is 


done ſometimes for their Diverſion. 


FIG. 3. Another Priſoner put into the Dungeon, with the Iron 
Tilory on, into which the Hands and Neck ale faſten d. This being 
put upon a Priſoner in the Marſhalſea, whoſe Neck was, th cher than 
ordinary, they Screw=d it ſo hard, that the Blon! onfhed from his 
Ears and Noſe, his Eyes ftartcd almoſt out of his Head, and he was 
near thrattled, Sec p. 12. 


FIG 4. A Debtor Handcuff d, and with heavy Fctters on, call d 
Sheers, of near fifty Pounds weight, which ought only to be applied (if 
at all) to Felons and Murdercrs : who many times have found a great 
deal more favourable 1 reatment, eſpecially the former. 
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A State of the Miſeries, &c. 


T hath been the boaſt of Engliſumen time 
out of Mind, that they are a free people, 
that no Nation in the World enjoys /iherty 
in ſo high a degree, nor any whole libertics 

and properties are ſecured to them by ſo ma- 
ny excellent Laws, both againſt the oppreſſions 
of the great and the artifices of malicious and 
deſigning Men; the truth whereof in moſt Ca- 
ſes muſt be admitted. But notwithſtanding 
this, in Caſes of Action between Subject 
and Subject, ſuch has been the power of the 
ſevere Creditor over the poor inſolvent Debtor, 
that his willingneſs to deliver up his all, and to 
pay as far as he was able, would not many times 
ſecure him from a long and tedious, perhaps 1 
perpetual Impriſonment; nor from ſtarving in 
Priſon, if he could not procure Money ſuffici- 
ent to ſatisfie the exorbitant Demands of mer- 
cileſs and rapacious Goalers , whole frequent 
exactions, upon various pretences, ſeldom fail to 
{trip the poor Priſoners, and in time weary his 
Friends from contributing any longer to his 
Support ; and when the expected Payments for 
the poor accommodations he is allowed come 
to fail, he is then removed to ſome more un- 
comfortable part of the Priſon, where very often 
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(6) 
even the liberty of begging is deny'd, and 
where he is in danger of periſning by ſcanty 
and unwholeſome Diet, cold and hard Lodg- 
ing, (perhaps upon the bare Stones, if no bed- 
ing can be purchaſed) or by the ſtench and noi- 
ſomneſs of the place. Many hundreds, nay 
thouſands, have periſhed in this miſerable man- 
ner within the compals of a few Years, in the 
ſeveral Priſons of this Kingdom: where are 
at this time (or were lately) more unfor- 
tunate Perſons under cloſe confinement, and 


expoſed to all theſe hardſhips, for no o- | 


ther Crime but poverty, than there are in 
half the Countries in Europe beſides. We 
juſtly deteſt the arbitrary Proceedings in 
many foreign Countries againſt State Pri- 
ſoners, eſpecially where Men are oft hur- 
ried to Priſons without knowing their Ac- 
cuſer or their Crime; and all intelligent Per- 
ſons conceive a greater horrour for the dread- 
full ſufferings of thoſe who fall into the unre- 
lenting Hands of the mercileſs Inquiſition; but 
alas! we overlook the horrid ſcenes of Cruel- 
ty which are to be ſeen in our own Goals, where 
the Inſtances of Barbarity have been as nume- 
rous,and perhaps more ſhocking in ſome reſpects 
to humane Nature, than thoſe we hear or read 
of from abroad. There, indeed, a notorious 
Offender is now and then made a terrible Ex- 
ample by Racks and Tortures; but here Men 
guilty of no Crime have been lodg d in Cellars 
for many Weeks together, others faſtned to 


Iron Grates for. as long a Time, in the Winter

Seaſon expoſed to Rain and Snow and all the 


inclemency of the Weather: Many have been 
thrown into Dungeons, laid in Chains, and 


{ſtapled down the Floor for ſome Days, in ſuch 
a manner as not to have any convenience to eaſe 
Nature. Some have been thruſt into holes leſs 


than Dog kennels and kept there till near ex- 
piring by Suffocation and the forced Contraction 


of their Limbs; and very many when no lon- 
ger able to purchaſe any better treatment have 
been turned into ſome wretched place, where 
twenty eight or thirty Perſons have been con- 
fined and obliged to lodge within the compaſs 
of twelve or thirteen Foot ſquare: a ſpace ſcarce 
ſufficient to encloſe ſo many Sheep when put 
up for Slaughter; and I think ſuch a Lodging 
muſt be as ſure, tho' not ſo ſpeedy a way of 
putting an End to their Lives, as the Butcher or 
the Executioner. In theſe diſmal Dungeons 
"tis hard to ſay, whether more periſh by want, 
or by the ſtench and naſtineſs of the place and 
the annoyance of their own Excrements : how- 
ever, certain it is that great Numbers dye by 
means of this miſerable Confinement, and the 
Diſtempers reigning there. I might add here, 
that Men have been beaten, and Women 
ſhamefully abusd by impudent Turnkeys, 
inſomuch that ſome have dy'd of the wounds 
and hurts they have received: but I forbear, 
and am well aware that many Readers will 
here ſuppoſe that“ J have only been exagge- 
rating the matter, and that in reality no 
ſuch Barbarities were ever practiſed among 
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us, or that if it be ſo there muſt have been 
ſome heinous provocation on the part of the 


Friſoners. To this 1 anſwer, that the truth 


of what T have aſſerted ſhall be ſufficiently at- 
teſted by undeniable Facts, whereby it will ap- 
pear that I might have been much larger upon 
this Subject; and as to the provocation, there 
has been no other given by the greateſt part of 
theſe unhappy perſons, but their inability to 
comply with the Exactions of the Goalers, and 
the numberleſs demands of their Tribe of Sub- 
alterns, againſt whoſe Extortions and Abuſes 
tis in vain to complain. Some indeed have been 
ſo hardy as to queſtion the legality of the ex- 
orbitant Fees that have been demanded of them, 
and ſome have conſulted among themſelves how 
to complain in order to obtain a redreſs of their 
Crievances: now for ſuch as theſe, no wonder 
1 Chains and ſtrong Rooms and Dungeons 
are immediately prepared, and the Turnkeys 
or other inferior Villains, called upon to hum- 
ble them by beating and abuſing them in the 
molt brutal Manner: for if the leaſt Oppoſi- 
tion be made to the Goal-keeper's authority, he 
never fails to ſummon his Foſſe of Turnkeys 
Bailiffs and other miſcreants, who come armed 
with Swords, Cutlaſnes, Muſquets, and Bayo- 
nets, Fiſtols, and Blunderbuſſes, or other unlaw- 
full Weapons, and are prepared for any Miſ- 
chiefs upon theWord of Command. I ſpeak here 
of thoſe Priſons in gencral, where moſt of theſe 
horrid Barbaritics have been committed, but 
ſhall now proceed to particulars, 

. Here 
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[Here follow ſome particular Inſtances of ſe-

veral Perſons who have undergone vari- 
ous Hardſhips, and Suffer d unheard of Cru- 
elties, in the ſeveral Priſons in London and 


elſewhere. 


Few Years ago a Perſon of good Account, whoſe Friends 
lived in London, was arreſted at Vr for 300 J. and carried 
to the City Goal and there confined ſeventeen Months : 
For a few Weeks, while he was in a Capacity to Victual at the 
Goaler's Table, and pay him his Price he fared tolerable well, and 
for 2 5. and 6 d. a Week had a Lodging in a Room where ten or 
more were put together; but as ſoon as his Money failed, hs was 
turned down into the Io Goal, a moſt diſmal place, five Foot 
under Ground, with Stone Walls, a Stone Floor, and no Chimney 

or Place to make a Fire: no Windows Glazed, but Iron Grates o- 
pen to the River Ouſe, where if a Priſoner on buy a Bed he may, 
if not he muſt lie npon the Stones; and here Debtors and Felons are 


' Jock'd down together. At the Priſoners firſt Entrance into this 


low Goal 17 s. 6 d. muſt be paid for Garniſh, and if he has not 
ſo much Money they ſtrip him of his Cloths and fell them to raiſe 
the Money. The Perſons confined here are ſometimes allowed by 
the Goaler to go up a white into the high Goal for the benefit of 
the Air; but our Priſoner was deny*d this Favour , on Account of 
a little Money due from him to the Goaler while he reſided in the 
high Goal, by which means and the dampneſs of the Place (tho? 
in Summer) he loſt the uſe of his Limbs, and was fain to be help- 
ed to Bed by two Men. Thus he continued for ſome time till a 
Charitable Apothecary commiſerating his Condition gave him pro- 
per Remedies, by which he recovered his Strength : but he had no 


"ſooner got over this Affliction than he was overraken with freſh 


Troubles; being lock'd down one Night with two Felons who had 
formed a Deſign to make their Eſcape, they acquainted him with 
their Intention and obliged him with Threats to promiſe Secrecy. 
Their Deſign prov'd abortive, however they threatned to be reven- 


ged on him, if he made the leaſt diſcovery. He was not willing to 


| expoſe himſelf to their reſentment, and therefore was ſilent in the 
matter, as the ſafeſt way he could take: but at the next Aſſizes one 


of theſe Criminals being continued and the other Whipt and Diſ- 
charg'd, the latter informed the Goaler that his Companion and 
the other unhappy Priſoner had agreed to break the Goal, which 


tho entirely falſe, as the other Felon acknowledged, y et the Goaler 


immediately brings down a Smith puts him in Irous, and faſt-ns 
Hin 
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him to the Wall under a Grate open to the River, from whence the 


Rain and Snow beat in upon him. He repreſented to the Goaler 
the falſehood of the Accuſation, which the Felon who remained 
there, confirmed; at the ſame time acknowledging his own Guile ; 
but all in vain. He then entreated him to Chain him to ſome other 
part of the Wall that was leſs expoſed to the Weather, ſince he muſt 
be put in Irons, but the Tyrant was inexorable, and in this miſe- 
rable ſituation he continued in the depth of Winter for thirteen 
Weeks together, continually expoſed to the Cold and Wer, where 
in all probability he muſt have periſhed had not the Plantiff at 
whoſe ſuit he was Impriſoned, by neglecting to proceed againſt him 
in a due Courſe of Law, given him an opportunity to get the 
Action Superſeded ; yet he kept him a Week in Irons after the Su— 
perſedeas was delivered to him for his Diſcharge, when being in- 
formed that his Friends had ſent him a Sum of Money, he gave 
Orders for his Irons to be taken off, but at the ſame time obliged 
the Priſoner to pay him that entire Sum, and to give him his Note 


tor 10 l. more before he would let him have his Liberty. 


Not long ſince a certain Tradeſman was Arreſted by a Serjeint 
belonging to Wood Street Compter; he put in Bail to the Action, and 
gave him a G.unea for Civility : before his Diſcharge the Serjeant 
ſoon procured him to be Arreſted by another Officer for a ſmall 
Debt of 20 5. who demanded half a Guinea for Civility, which 
was likewiſe paid, beſides 115. 6 d. which they had put upon the 
ſcore 1n the Spunging Houſe. They then made it their Buſineſs to 
find out his Creditors and to bring them upon him by Degrees, by 
whach means they extorted from him great Sums of Money, and 
put him to continual Expences, till they had almoſt ruined him : 
to avoid theſe daily Vexations he removed himſelf ro Ludgate, 
hoping there to meet with better Uſage ; and ſo it proved for a 
while, the Deputy-keeper being a Perſon of Humanity, who put no 
hardſhips upon his Priſoners, But in little time this good natur'd 
Man was removed and a new Deputy appointed, a moroſe ſurly 
Fellow, as much a ſtranger to Tenderneſs or Compaſſion as the reſt 
of that Profeflion, This Man had not been long in Power before 
he made one of rhe Priſoners feel the Effects of his Reſentment, 
whom for ſome trifling Oflence he put in Irons and kept in 
a Dungeon, called among them the Devil's hole, till his Toes 
rotted off, and he was near Expiring with Hunger, when ſome of 
his Friends coming to the knowledge of his Condition, went to 
the Priſon and happily ſaved his Life. They afterwards proſecu- 
te the Head-Keeper, who was fined 400 l. for this Barbarity, 
which was levied upon him by an Order of the King's-Bench ; 
but the Deputy Keeper and Turnkey run away and eſcaped their 
r ſerved Puniſhment. 


Weary of the ill Ufage he met with here, his next Reſolution 
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was to removehimſelf to tlie King's Bench: in order thereto having 


got his Habeas Corpus allowed by the two Sheriffs, for which he 


Paid a Fee of 15 f. $8 d. he was then deliver'd to the Tipſtaff, who 
demanded 10 5. 6 d. for carrying him over to the King's-Bench- 


He was no ſooner come to the Lodge of the King's-Bench, but the 


Marſbal's Turnkey demands 22 5. 6 d. for his commitment Fee, 
2 5. 6 d. for himſelf, and x s. for his Deputy, and when he ent red 
the Priſon, the Chamberlain demands 2 5. for Sheets, otherwiſe he 
muſt lye on the Floor. After ſome time of Confinement here, and 
ſeeing Priſoners put in Irons and others ſent to the Marſbalſen, and 
the County Goal, where their Uſage is no better, and their Provi- 
ſions and Accommodations much worſe, he purchaſed of the Mar- 
ſbalſea the liberty of the Rules for 5 J. 9s, and good Security, 
which he enjoy'd for ſome Time: but afterwards coming to be 
Diſcharged, he was obliged ro pay the Clerk of the Papers, for his 
Fees and Superſeding tlie Action, no leſs than 12 J. and then expect» 
ed his Liberty, when to his great Surprize the Marſha! demands 
5 Gnineas more, (which he paid) and another Security Bond of 
200 J. and 22 5. 6 d. for the Charge of it; cbis he aiſo complied 
with, tho? it was only to indemnity the Marſbal from an Execu- 
tion of 10 l. but it anſwered his purpoſe well enough; for he pre- 
tended to theſe new Bondſmen, that a freſh Execution was come out 
againſt him, and that he would ſne the Bond, except they would each 
of them give him a good Sum of Money: by which Artitice he 
frighted one of them ont of 20 Guineas, and had the Conſcience to 
detain the poor Priſoner, abſolutely reiniing to diſcharge him ex- 
cept he will pay him 6 Guinzas more for himſelf, and procure him 
20 from his other Security. 

Such is che unhappy Lot of thoſe who fall into the Hands of 
theſe Blood-ſuckers; for there is no end of their Exactions, and if 
they complain, or make any oppoſition to the Marſbal's Authority, 
they are like to ſhare a worſe Fate, as it happen'd about this time to 
ſome Priſoners who had demanded a Table of legal Fees, which was 
allowed by the Judges, and which the Marſha! had often promiſed to 
ſet up in a publick Room, that upon their Diſcharge they might 
know what they had to pay. They importun'd the Turnkey for 
this, and art laſt inſiſted upon it, and ſome of them flying into a 
Paſſion upon their Diſappointment committed ſome Diſorders, 
whereupon the Marſhal brings down a Rabble of Turnkeys, Bailiffs, 
and other Ruffians, from Newgate, and the reſt of the Priſons, 
Armed with Swords, Piſtols, Broomſticks, and what not : who 
made no ſcruple to fire into the ſtrong Room, where the Mutineers 
were retired, and ſoon forced them to ſurrender, then they halled 
them out one by one, put tliem in Irons and ſenc them to Bridewell ; 
but before they had forced their way into the ſtrong Room, a Pri- 
ſoner without trip't up the Heels of one of the Rabble, which pre- 


ſently brought upon him three or four Turnkeys and a Bailiff, who 
| B knock'd 
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( 12 ) 
knock'd him down, beat him moſt unmercifully and left him bleed- 
ing upon theGround, Some Hours after when this Rabble was gone, 
his fellow Priſoners carried the poor Man into a Room, put him 
to Bed, and took what care of him they could; but in about 
four Days he dy'd: The Surgeon finding his Skull fractur'd, gave 
his Oath that that was the Cauſe of his Death, and the Coroner's In- 
queſt found it willful Murder; but the Murderers abſconded, and 
eſcap'd Puniſhment, | 


Another poor Man hearing that there was a Sum of Money 
given by the Friend of an old Priſoner, lately dead, for his Ac- 
quaintance in the Priſon to Drink, and that it was paid to the 
Turnkey for that Purpoſe, deſired he might have his ſhare ; but the 
Turnkey denying that he had it, the Priſoner ſaid, he would en- 
quire of the old Man's Friends, which ſo provok'd the Turnkey, 
that he Collar'd the poor Priſoner, and haulled him from the Ma- 
ſter's-Side to the Common-Side, where he lock'd him down; and 
there being no Light, he had the Misfortune to fall into a Tub of 
Water, and was fain to fir up all Night in his wet Clothes, though 
in very cold Weather; fo that in the Morning he was found al- 
moſt dead : His Fellow Priſoners took him into one of their 
Wards, where he might ſit by the Fire, and there he ſate the Night 
following in the open Ward, no Perſon daring to take him into 
his Cabbin; for the Marſhal had declared, that if any Man offer- 
ed to take into his Bed or Cabbin, a Priſoner ſent down to the Com- 
mon-Side, under his diſpleaſure, he would puniſh him with the 
utmoſt Severity: For this reaſon he could get no Lodging after 
the Cold he had taken, and by that means fell 11] of a violent Feves, 
which in a Weeks time carried him off. 


Two others about the ſame time having attempted, or at leaſt 
contrived to make their eſcape, were loaded with heavy Irons, 
and ſent to the Marjhalſea, where they were lock'd down in the 
ſtrong Room for above ten Weeks: In this Place they both fell ill 
of malignant Fevers, and one of them being removed back to the 
King's-Bench, four or five Days before he dy'd, his Diſtemper prove 
ed ſo Contagious, that it ſoon raged through the Priſon, and great 
Numbers dy d of it, beſides thoſe, who by this cloſe confinement, 
firſt caught the Diſtemper : So little are Men's Lives regarded by 
the mercileſs Governors of thoſe nauſeous Dungeons ! 


Another Sufferer in Priſon, gives the following Account. 


1 being Arreſted for Debt, was kept ſometime at a Spung- 
ing/Houſe, and thence carried to the King's-Bench, and as much 
Money extorted from me, for ſeveral Fees, ro the Marſhal, the 
Turnkey and his Deputy, the Chamberlain, the Conſtable, Oc. ” 
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1 could raiſe; and having no more left, was fain to promiſe 
Payment, as ſoon as poſſible, ro ſtop their Months, and ſave my 


ſelf from their diſpleaſure, After this I was turned into a dark 
Room, and a naſty diſeaſed Bed- fellow ſent to me at Night: Here 
1 had not continned above three Months, when two Prifoners 
broke out of Goal, in whoſe Company I had been the Day before, 
which occ:ſion'd the Marſhal to examine me concerning their ef- 
cape; and tho' J aſſured him I was entirely ignorant of th-1r De- 
ſign, yet he ordered me to be carried immediately to the Marſhat- 
ſea, and no Entreaties could prevent it: I then begg'd to take my 
Coat, which, as it happen'd, 1 had put off; but the Marſhal fwor? 
I ſhould not, and hurried me away in that manner to the Mar- 
ſhalſea Priſon, where I was put into a Room not above fourteen 
Foot long and eleven wide, and where twenty eight Men, and 
ſometimes more, are continually Jock'd np. I was no ſooner lock'd 
up here, but 4s. 6 d. was demanded for Garniſh, which I not 
being able to pay, they ſtripp'd off my Cloaths, and kept them till 
J could procure the Money, There are in this Priſon no Jeſs than 
eight of theſe Rooms, which they call Wards, and none of them 
more then fifteen or ſixteen Foot long, and thirteen or fourteen 
wide; and ſeldom leſs than thirty Perſons in each Ward, of which 
ſome lye in Hammocks, but moſt of them on the bare Floor: 
There is allo in each Ward, an open Tub, which is all the Con- 
venience they have to eaſe Naturez and this renders the Place in- 
tolerably noiſome, and occaſions frequent Sicknelles amongſt them, 
which often prove Mortal: Beſides this, they are contiuually o- 
ver-run with all ſorts of Vermin. 

Such is the Poverty of the Place (ſaith this Priſoner) that no- 
thing upon Earch can be more miſerallle, great Numbers of them 
in Rags and almoſt naked, ſtarving for want of Bread, I had but 
very little to maintain myſelf iu this unhappy Place; yet when 
I was eating, ſo many eager Eyes were always fix'd upon me, ſo 
many Fellow-Priſoners conſtantly hovering about me,likeſo many 
Shadows, Pale and Faint, and in all Appearance periſhing for 
want of Relief, and daily ſeeing the dead Bodies of others who 
were fam1ſhed carried out, that I could not forbear parting with 
ſome of what I had given me till I was almoſt reduced to the like 
Condition my ſelf, And what renders the Condition of theſe poor 
Creatures ſtill more helpleſs, is, that there is no Grate in any of 
theſe Wards; ſo that they cannot beg, tho? tliey are in that ſtarv- 
ing Condition, In the Wards of the King's-Pench indeed, they are 
permitted to beg at the Grare in their turns, which is once in three 
Days; but then they are obliged to pay 4 d. each Morning to the 
Turnkey, before he will bs ſo good as to open the Grate ; ?Tis likes 
wiſe neceſſary, that they have formerly paid all the cuſtomary 
Fees at their Entrance, before they can be qnalify'd for this Chari - 
ty ; and altho' ſuch as ſwear themſclyes unable to make thoſe Pays

confin'd with them fix more; but had the good Fortune to find an 
empty Coffin, wherein he took re ſugze tor ſeveral] Nights, to preſerve 
| himſelf from the Rats, which ſwarm there in great Numbers, and 
Hid devoured part ofthe dead Bodies. He ſuftered great Miſcries here, 
{ but at laſt was removed alive ro his former Apartment. — The

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Upon this Priſoner's Petition, Bambridge was reprimanded by 
the Judges; but notwithſtanding he kept him loaded with Irony 
till he paid him fix Guineas; and to prevent his recovering Dama- 
ges for his cruel treatment, indicted him and his Witneſſes at 
the old Bailey, ſuborning Evidences for his own purpoſe, and 
turned two of his Servants out of their Places, which they had 
bought of him, becauſe they would not ſwear falſely, that the 
Priſoner had ſtruck him.

The Defire of Gain ſeems to be the principal Motive which 
urged Bambridge to the preceding Inſtances of Cruelty, but a 
more diabolical Paſhon, that of Malice, animated him to oppreſs 
Capt. David Sinclair, in the following manner: 


About Midſummer 1728, Bambridze declared to Barnes, one 
of his Agents in theſe Barbarities, that he would have Sinclair's 
Blood, and he took the Opportunity of the firſt of Auguſt follow - 
ing, when he thought the Captain might, by Celebrating the 
Memory of the late King, be warmed with Liquor, ſo far as to 
give him ſome excuſe for his intended Cruelties; but in that he 
was diſappointed, for Captain Sinclair was perfectly ſober, when 
Bambridge ruſhed into his Room with a dark Lanthorn in his 
Hand, aſſiſted by his Accomplices, Barnes and Pindar, and ſup- 
Ported by his uſual Guard, armed with Muſquets and Bayonets ; 
and without any provocation, thruſt his dark Lanthorn into 
Captain Sinclair's Face, ſeized him by the Collar, and told him 
he muſt go along with him. The Captain, though ſurprized, 
asked him for what, and by whoſe Authority he ſo treated him?
